Streets is supposedly to prevent 
erosion under the wall, have 
not beén put down with any 
thoughi as to the prevailing 
wind. As a consequence hun- 
dieds of yards of sand are erod- 
ed from close inshore and swept 
banks through. 
which it is near impossible to 
get boats in or out except at 
high tides. 


The only practicable manner 
to rectify this condition and at 
the same time reclaing some 
frontage between Romawi and 
Webb sections is to earth and 
rock fil} by dumping over the 
walt from McBain Street to a 
point near the west end of the 
present wall and straighten all 
this frontage up with the sec- 
tion up to the Altona pier. 
This would reclaim about 66 to 
"0 feet at a point where at pre- 
gen there is only approximately 
42 feet from the fences to the 
wall, 





This secion is a bottle neck 
for traffic on hot days as. there 
is no parking room. -No parking 
signs are at present displayed 
at the section with trees. 

In its present form the wall 
will be useless when eventualiy 
the Esplanade Road between 
Romawi and Webb Streets is 
widened and reformed as_ it 
would run very close to the wall 
in this section and continually 
flood in any appreciable south 
or south west wind as once the 
gutter’ drains block up with 


Seaweed the road immediately 
floods. 
One has only to see the 


way other beaches are main- 
tained and the crowds they at- 
tract to realise what could be 
done with Altona. beach. 

Some though must also be. gi- 
ven to boat owners in facilities 
and shelter for their craft. One 
very desirable innovation being 
an L shaped end on the present 
pier for aihataiaatied 50 feet 
east. 


As to the proposal to build a 
shark proof enclosure on the 
beach this could only be acom- 
plished by close sheet piling in 
the form of a semi circle as any 
scheme incorporatinc iron bars 
or netting would resuit in such 
a build up of sea. weed that the 
structure must collapse. Baths 
of this type quite adequately 
served 15 or 20 years but would 
have to be much larger to cope 
with- the bigger crowds antici- 
pated in the future.
